TELLS HIS STORY ©

China Coast 
pirates against heavy odds or being bombed out by both 
Japanese and Germans alike in the world-wide theatre of

. Ever since he left h 


CAPTAIN J. W. HURST | 


Here 1s 9 man who has prov- 
ably been In more China Coast 
“incidents” than anyore .allye 
today—an2 if -his record bs 
challenged, he will at least 
qualiiy for being one of the 
luckiest -men aollye now. 

He waa one of the wo offiecrs 
who formulated the plan to re- 
capture the ss Sunning from 
pirates some 30 years ago. He 
refiected the other day that he 
never felt ‘50 cocksure ol 
success in my Hfe" as the time 
when he and his colleague were 
about to put the scheme into’ 
execution, 


Now ‘a muster mariner com- 
matding the ss Golden Gamma 
Capt, Hurst,a native of Sunder~ 
tmu0, s.arted his sealfarng lfc 
af a cauct in a trouper during 
World War 1. He obtained nis 
master's certificate at the tnd 
of the war, and in.1024 he came 
out. East and ‘Jolned tho 33 
Sudiug as second Officer, 

Capt, Hurst recaidled - with 
pride the episode that earmed 
him the OBE. : 


26th Birthday 


He could remember that 
piracy very well for, he sala,
